This  fourth  part  of  the  survey  of  the  contributions  on  vertebrate  zoology  in  the 
Scottish  Naturalist  covers  the  second  quarter  of  the  20th  century,  from  1926  to 
1950.  The  first  three  parts  dealt  with  the  Introduction  (Gibson,  1998a),  the  thirty 
years  from  the  commencement  of  the  journal  in  1871  until  1900  (Gibson,  1998b) 
and  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  the  20th  century,  from  1901  to  1925  (Gibson, 
2000  and  2001). 

From  1926  the  Scottish  Naturalist  continued  to  be  published  six  times  a year 
until  the  end  of  1939,  when  publication  was  suspended  for  the  duration  of  the 
second  world  war;  publication  recommenced  in  1948.  As  with  Part  3 (1901-1925), 
the  number  of  contributions  in  the  quarter-century  from  1926  to  1950  is  also  quite 
substantial  (nearly  1,500  items),  so  a decision  has  been  made  also  to  divide  this 
section  into  two  parts,  with  the  obvious  division  coming  at  the  end  of  1939  (Part 
4a),  followed  by  the  Chronological  List  from  1948  to  1950  and  the  Faunal  Area 
Distribution  from  1926  to  1950  inclusive  (Part  4b). 

Although  it  was  originally  announced  in  the  Introduction  (Volume  110:  8)  that 
each  of  the  five  quarter  centuries  would  have  a separate  allocation  of  numbers, 
readers  would  notice  that  this  suggestion  was  not  actually  followed,  since  after 
discussion  with  colleagues  it  was  considered  better  to  number  the  entire 
bibliography  consecutively. 

As  before,  in  this  section  from  1901  to  1925  all  items  are  listed  in  chronological 
order,  and  are  referenced  by  name  of  journal,  year  of  publication,  and  pagination; 
no  volume  numbers  were  actually  issued  from  1892  to  1939.
